SITUATION IS BLAMED

U. S. Takes Stand That 
Eurogeans Have Failed 
to Take Measures to 
Remedy Their Fonction.

Washington, March 8.—The Amer- + 
Ieœan government today declined the 


invitation to participate in the inter- 
national economi¢ and financial con- 
ference to be held at Genoa next month, 
on the ground that the conference is 
not primarily an economic one, “but 
is rather a conference of political 
character in which the government of 
the United States could not helpfully 
participate.” 

The refasal to enter the conference 
was contained in a note from Seere- 
tary Hughes to Ambassador Ricci, of 
Italy, who had presented tne invita- 
tion on behalf of his government, 
which, in turn, was acting for the 
allied | ambassadors. Ambassador 
Ricci immediately communicated the 
text of the note to his government. 

The note said: 

“Department of Sta fe. 

“Washington, March 8. 1922. 
“Excelléeney : 
„1 have the honor to acknowledge 
the receipt of your excelleney’s. note 
transmitting the invitation addressed 
by the Italian--overnment to the gov- 
ernment of théUnited States to take 
part in an ‘economic and financial 
conference to be eonvened at Genoa 
pursuant to the resolution adopted on 
January 6,,1922, by the allied gov- 
ernments in. conference at Oannes. 

“I ‘have also ived your later 
notes with respect to American rep- 
resentation, the proposed agenda, and 
the pestponement of the date of the 
conference, 

Given Earnest Attention. 

“Sinee the receipt of your excel- 
lency’s first note the question of 
American participation in the pro- 
posed conference has had the most 
earnest attention. I am sure that you 
will realize that the government of 
the United States must take a deep 
interest in any conference which holds 
promise of effective measures to pro- 
mote the economic rehabilitation of 
Europe, since not only do we keenly 
desire the return of prosperity to the 
people who have suffered most severe- 
ly from the wastes and dislocations 
of war, but it is also manifest that 
there can be no improvement in world 
conditions in the absente of European 
‘recuperation. It is with this sympa- 
thetic spirit, and with the utmost re- 
luctance to withhold its support from 
any appropriate effort to attain this 
- object, that the government of the 
United States: has examined the reso- 
lution adopted at Cannes and the sug- 
gested agenda-for the conference. 

J regret to inform your excellen- 
that, as a result of this exami- 
nation, it has been found impossi- 
ble. to escape the conclusion that the 
proposed conference is not primari- 
I an econoidic conference, as Aues- 
tions appear to have been excluded 
from consideration without the satis- 
factory determination of which the 
chief causes of economic disturbance 
must continue to operate, but is

when a trestle on the A., B. & A. was 
burned, immediately preceding the ex- 
cursion train which carried the G. A. 
R. and their friends to Adersonville, 
on their annual session to honor the 
veterans of the union army. 

Confession Repudiated. 

Fairfield testified at the commit- 
ment trial that he drove the party in 
his car from Fitzgerald to the trestle 
on the night of May 29, and that all 
five participated in the alleged at- 
tempt to destroy the trestle.’ Subs 
quently, Fairfield is said to have 
repudiated his confesgion and alleged 
participation and the case was put off 
at two previdus sessions of Crisp su- 
perior court. 

During the trial of Fred Stubbs 
for the murder of Engineer Reed, held 
here several months ago, Fairfield re- 
fused to take the stand, and it was 
stated then that he had repudiated 
his confession charging twelve strikers

son, ‘who will introduce a resolution 
ot the next meeting of the board of 
education for a return to the little 
red schoolhouse of the fathers. 

He will call on the board to abolish 
the visualized system of reading and 
require the alphabet to be taught; 
bring back the old-time diagraming in 
grammar; reinstate the olc method of 
syllabic prénunciation of words in 
spelling, and instruct the superintend- 
ent to direct that teachers lay special 
emphasis on instructions in reading, 
spelling and mathematics. He asks 
that the plan become effective with 
the beginning of the new term in Sep- 
tember. 

Mr. Hutcheson asserts that the “vis- 
ualized plan of reading educates the 
eye and not the mind, an- is a pan- 
oramie method which tends only to 
flit and. flip’ objects before the vie 
at lightning speed, fails to devel 
the mind psy.hologically and philo- 
sophically, and tends to destroy the 
fundamental basis of elementary edu- 
cation.”

For the second day handrunning 
Atlanta citizens were puzzled Wed- 
nesday by a strange phenomena in the 
weather which, until a late hour Wed- 
nesday night, had not been explained. 
The curious appearance of the skies 
first _attracted attention Tuesday 
morning when everything seemed 
much brighter and more brilliant 
than has been usual for a long pe- 
riod. On Wednesday morning the 
strange light again appeared and the 
oldest inhabitants began to partici- 
pate in “I remember back in 86 when” 
—reminiscenses. 

Early Tuesday morning a strange 
light appeared in. the east and the 
usual heavy clouds that darken the 
skies could not conceal its brilliance. 
Something like a huge ball of fire 
arose in the east and gradually mount- 
ed to the center of the heavens. About 
noon the light was directly over the 
city and many of the citizens noticed 
that it grew preceptibly warmer. The 
light moved westward and late in the 
afternoon disappeared beyond the hori- 
zon, leaving multi-colored clouds in 
its wake. 

This curious light, which was seen 
for the first time in Atlanta it seemed, 
for ages, caused much excitement. 
People called up the weather bureau 
all day long and endeavored to ob- 
tain information about it. Others 
stood on the street corners and watch 
ed it rise higher and higher in the 
skies. It was so bright that window 
shades were lowered which had not 
been touched in so long that the 
springs were rusty. 


It was noted also during the time 


this lieht was shining there was an 
entire absence of the usual moisture 
and falling of water which has pre- 
vailed beyond the memory, almost 
of the present generation. As the 
heat from the lerge ball of fire struck 
the earth early each morning mists 
arose which were so heavy that peo-
